ATLMER,  Ont..  Nov.  22.-8.  B. 
McDermand.  former  Warden  of  Elgin 
county,  was  today  elected  in  the  East 
Elgin  federal  by-election  as  the  U.F. 
O.  candidate.  He  polled  3,043  voies, 
as  against  2,855  for  the  Government 
candidate,  J.  L.  Stansell,  and  1,949 
for  the  Uberal.  W.  G.  Charlton.  Out 
of  approximately  11,000  voters,,  only 
about  8.000  voted,  many  remaining  at 
home  owing  to  the  unpleasant  weather 
conditions. 

The  campaign  was  easily  the  hottest 
ever  waged  in  East  Elgin.  Premier 
Melghen  spoke  twice  in  the  riding, 
and  a  number  of' Government  epeak- 
ers  were  constantly  on  the  ground. 
Hon.  W.  V  Mackenzie  King  and  Hon. 
T.  A.  Crerar  also  addressed  meetings 
duriilg  the  campaign.  A  big  demon- 
stration was  held  hero  tonight  to 
mark  the  success  of  the  farmer  can- 
didate. 

Government  Diaappolnted 
OTTAWA.  Nov.  22 — ^Announce- 
ment of  the  U.F.O.  victory  in  Bast 
Elgin  was  received  in  Government 
circles  here  tonight  with  evident  dis-

The  city's  tender,  submitted  by  City 
Engineer  Preston,  was  for  |177,S7I. 
The  three  others  received  were  as 
follows:  Hodgson,  King  &  Marble,  of 
Vancouver,  1214.174;  Armstrong, 
Morrison  A  Company.  Ltd.,  Vancou- 
ver, 1213.840.40;  Northern  Construc- 
tion Company,  of  Vancouver.

When  Mr.  Preston's  bid  was  read 
out.  Aid.  Sargent,  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  remarked:  "I 
guess  he's  got  it,  all  right." 

Aid.  Sangster  then  moved  that  the 
tenders  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee of  three  fcr  report  and  recora-

Members  of  the  Council  expressed 
satisfaction  with  the  tenders,  and 
seemed  gratified  to  think  that  the 
city's  own  engineering  department 
was  able  to  underbid  private  concernM 
who  were  at  an  advantage  througli 
their  possession  of  special  equipment.

DUBLIN,  Nov.  22. — There  was  tremendous  police  and  military 
activity  in  all  parts  of  the  country  today.  Raids,  searches  and  ar- 
rests  were  made.  This  evening:  Dublin  is  surrounded,  and  apparently 
-is^^emf-combcd  by  -the  miiitary  and^  the  police.  Thefe  wasrincessanT 
firing  early  in  the  evening.  A  boy  ten  years  old  and  a  man  of  70 
were  shot. 

There  also  was  much  firing  in  Cork  tonight,  but  no  casualties 
have  been  reported.  Raids  by  men  in  lorries  were  made  at  the  town 
halls  of  Cork  and  Queenstown  and  at  the  residences  of  the  town 
clerks  of  these  cities. 

Many  documents  were  seized.  Thlrty-six  arrests  were  made  at 
Queenstown. 

Other  places  raided  included  Fermoy,  Carrick-on-Shannon,- Gal- 
way,  Listowel  and  Clonmel.  In  nearly  all  of  these  places  documents 
belonging  to  the  local  councils  were  taken.  At  Galway  those  taken 
into  custody  included  Prof.  O'Brien  and  many  students  of  the  col- 
lege.  Some  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Galway  were  burned.  These 
included  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Delia  O'Connor,  wlio  recently  re-. 
turned  to  Ireland  after  a  long  residence  in  the  United  States^  Geo 
Neurnaghan,  well-known  North  of  Ireland  solicitor  aiMlr  prominent 
as  a  Sinn  Feiner,  was  arrested  at  Omagh.  '  ^'  '■

league  to  take  the  action  Indicated. 
It  threatened  at  times,  however,  to 
JOHtlfy  the  predictions  of  the  league's 
opponents  that  the  work  of  the  as- 
sembly would  founder  on  the  rule 
requiring  an  unanlmotts  vote. 

Lord  Robert  Cecil,  A.  J.  Balfour. 
Rene  Vivlani,  HJalmar  Branttng.  Dr. 
Frldtjof  Nansen.  C.  3.  Doherty  (Can- 
ada) and  M.  Stallovich  (Jugo-Sla- 
via) participated,  but  the  real  con- 
test was  between  Mr.  Vivlani  and 
Mr.  Balfour. 

Mr.  Balfour  explained  the  fallur* 
of  the  league  council  to  find  a  man- 
datory for  Armenia.

— Dublin  became 
the  eoene  today  or  far-apread  murder 
and  reprisaUi.  Not  since  the  lint 
outbreak  of  tb«  vlolous  civil  warfare 
that  ha*  beea  aheddinc  blood  in  Ire- 
land have  the  aasarainationa  been  so 
concerted  or  the  retaliation  ao  awlft 
and  pronounced.  Not  leas  than  1<1 
men  are  dead  in  the  attaclcs  arranged 
almnltaneoualy  all  over  the  city  this 
morning.  The  method  was  the  same 
in  each  case,  and  all  the  men  aaaa*. 
sloated  were  officers  or  ez-offlcera.  or 
otherwise  in  the  service  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

Small  bodies  of  men.  numbering 
generally  from  six  to  eight,  presented 
themselves  at  varlaus  houses,  called 
thetr  victims  out  or  entered  and  ahot 
their  victims  in  bed  while  dressing 
or  at  breakfast.  The  districts  in 
which  the  murders  were  committed 
were  in  some  instances  close  to- 
gether; others  were  separated  by 
miles,  but  all  the  'aaaassinatlons  took 
place  about  the  same  hour,  9  o'clock 
In  the  morning.

Few  dispatches  have  reached  Lon- 
don from  Dublin  since  early  Sunday 
evening.  Brief  reports  of  street 
fighting  in  various  parte  of  the  city 
have  been  received,  but  no  details 
have  been  given  out. 

The  official  statement  of  the  cas- 
ualties baa  not  been  challenged  by 
anyone  up  to  the  present  time,  but 
one  report  received  in  London  says 
all  the  hospitals  in  Dublin  are  filled 
with  wounded. 

The  Mall  says  that  arrangements 
are  under  way  to  send  large  rein- 
forcements of  troops  to  Ireland  and 
that  the  opinion  Is  held  in  official 
quarters  that  the  danger  of  assas3ina- 
tloB  is  spreading  to  England. 

A  dispatch  received  In  official 
sources  in  London  from  Dublin  saye 
that  "when  mixed  forces  of  military

The 
Oresham  is  in  SacKville  Street,  and 
is  one  of  the  best  known  hotels  in 
Dublin.

The  wounded  are:  Colonels  Wood- 
cock and  Montgomery,  Captain  Kin- 
nell,  Messrs.  Murray  and  Caldown 
and  one  other.  Caldown  was  first  re- 
ported  killed. 

During  a  raid  on  a  house  in  Mount 
Street  an  encounter  occurred  be- 
tween a  party  of  crown  forces  and 
the  occupants  and  a  civilian  and  two 
raiders  are  reported  to  have  been 
killed.

DUBLIN,  Nov.  22.— Twenty-sbt  per- 
sons are  dead  and  seventy  others  are 
in  hospitals  as  a  result  of  Sunday's 
orgy  of  assassinations  and  the  whole- 
sale shooting  in  Croke  Park,  where 
soldiers  fired  on  the  crowd  w^ichhad 
gathered  to  witness  a  football  game. 

Aside  from  military  activities  and 
/searchlngs,  including  the  Mansion 
House.  It  appeared  that  yesterday's 
outbreak,  following  the  lines  of  other 
Irish  disturbances,  was  not  being  sus- 
tained. 

The  shooting  in  Croke  Park  Is  de- 
fended by  the  authorities  on  the 
ground  that  they  had  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  men  who  participated  In 
yesterday's  murders  were  present  at 
the  football  match.  The  design  of 
the  biilitary,  it  was  said,  was  to  pre- 
vent their  exit. and  search  each  In- 
dividual as  he  passed  through  the 
turnstiles.  The  plan  failed  because 
of  the  general  stampede,  people 
eoalinc  the  walls  of  the  park  and 
many  going  into  the  houses  across 
the  road,  from  which  they  were 
dragged    by  the   military. 

No  trains  were  running,  and  no 
motoring  was  allowed  today  in  the 
belief  that  the  men  wanted  were  still

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  22.  —  -The 
manifesto  of  Premier  Olhrer  as  pub- 
lished on  November  t,  touehlng  the 
prohibition  plebiscite  la  of  such  a 
nature  that  some  statement  of  this 
asBociation  must  be  made  in  answer 
to  It."  says  a  statement,  issued  today 
by  the  prohibltionlsU'  executive.  The 
announcement,  which  is  signed  by 
Wm.  Savage  and  W.  O.  W.  Fortune, 
continues  as  follows: 

"The  Premier's  naanlfesto  states: 
In  the  opinion  of -the  administration, 
to  secure  eftective  control  of  the 
liquor  traffic,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
appeal  to  the  Dominion,  P^Ilament 
for  legislation  under  which  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  would  have  etfec- 
tlve  authority  to  control  the  sources 
of  supply,  to  the  extent  necessary'  to 
prevent  such  sources  of  supply  being 
made  a  bass  froqa  which  liquor  could 
be  obtained  in  contraventidp  of  the 
Provincial  statute.' 

"This  executive  answers  that  the 
Government  of  Premier  Oliver  rev 
fuxed  the  request  of  the  prohibition 
association  made  In  April.  1920.  that 
the  Government  introduce  into  the 
Provincial  Legislature  a  resolution 
enabling  a  referendum  under  the 
Canada  Temperance  Act  to  the  voters 
of  British  Columbia  to  stop  the  im- 
portation of  liquor  in^o  British  Co- 
lumbia for  beverage  purposes.  Thla 
is  the  only  method  by  which  im- 
portation of  liquor  for  beverage  pur. 
poees  could  have  been  or  can  now 
be  slopped."  W'e  would  be  glad  if  he 
could  hope  for  help  in  his  appeal  tQ 
the  Dominion  Government  to  stop 
importation,  but  we  do  not  believe 
he  will  meet  with  success. 

'■The  Premier  further  says  in  his 
manifesto:  'There  should  be  the 
closest  possible  oo-operatlon  and  co- 
ordination of  both  Provincial  and 
municipal  forces  to  secure  the  due 
enforcement  of  the  law.' 

"We  entirely  agree  with  this  state- 
ment, and  we  ask  why  the  Govern- 
ment delayed  in  efForts  to  secure  such 
co-operation  and  co-ordiaatlon  of 
enforcement  In.respect  of  the  prohi- 
bition act,  untIT  the  lack  of  enforce- 
ment by  both  Provincial  and  muni- 
cipal authorities  brought  about  the 
repeal  pf  the  act.  This  association 
always  asked  that  enforcement  of  the 
act  be  committed  to  an  independent 
eommisston  of  three  members,  with 
adequate  powers  throughout  the 
Province."

ase'condHtens  -whieh  will  fliake  the 
dtotrlcts  more  self '^ustalhlns  and  brlna 
(tbout  a  more  iMTmanent  era  of  pros- 
perity. TSkere  are,  of  course,  other 
isoues  practically  all  of  which  deal 
with  the  future,  and  It  is  in  this  con- 
nection that  we  would  like  to  say  that 
it  Is  with  relatioRv  to  the  policies  de- 
vised to  secure  progresn  that  the 
people  are  meat  concerned  at  this 
period.  The  <teourrtnc  unemployment 
situation  bas  proved  conclusively  that 
statesmanship  Is  necessary  to  amelio- 
rate present  conditions. 


Tho  people  know  now  that  they 
can  look  forward,  with  certainty,  to 
financial  aid;  for  aunlclpalltiefl  tnd  a 
ronse<iuent  fjfduction  In  local  \*pta.' 
tion,  if  the  Conse'rvatlves  win  the 
ejection.  They  have  the  promise  of 
Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  to  this  effect, 
coupled  with  the  assurance  that  this 
whole  question,  of  municipal  finances 
will  becoiit*  a  kulldeot  of  Joint  Investl- 
KAtlon  by  the  Provlnoial  Qovernment 
and  the  municipalities.  So  far  as  the 
policy  of  Oovernnitnt  Control  is  con- 
cerned, the  Conservative  candidates 
seeking  election  here  have  announced, 
in  an  emphatle  way,  that  they  ar^ 
prepared  to  Carry  out  the  popular 
will.  The  present  administration  only 
made  spasmodic  (>(forts  to  enforce 
Psoblbltlon  and  the  weakness  of  its 
pohcy  in  this  rtffard  would  tend  to 
show  that  it  will  be  equally  supine 
In  the  matter  of  Oovernmcnt  Control. 
Although  Premier  Oliver  and  his  col- 
leagues were  responsible  for  inviting 
the  public  to  say  If  they  favored  Qov- 
ernment Control  they  do  not  seem  to 
have  any  views  whatever  on  the 
methods  to  be  adopted  (or  putting 
such  a  policy  into  effect.  Bince  they 
kre  seemingly  unaware  of  the  impli- 
cation of  what  they  set  themselves 
to  And  out,  the  conclusion  la  Obvious 
that  to  this  extejit  they  are  follow- 
ing a  policy  of  opportunism. 

Mr.  Bowser  and  his  supporters  are 
on  reoord  in  the  matter  of  road  de- 
velopment in  the  Province.  The  exam- 
ple of  previous  Conservative  admin- 
istrations in  this  regard  should  be  a 
guaranlse  for  the  future.  Mr.  J.  H. 
King,  the  present  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  has  not  been  successful  in 
meeting  the  wishes  of  the  people, 
and.  in  dealing  with  Vancouver  Isl- 
and, there  hi  anything  but  satisfac- 
tion with  rekults.  Although  at  this 
time  of  the  year  It  is  of  great  im- 
portance that  road  repairs  should  be 
carried  out,  hoth  because  of  the  wet 
weather  and  because  also  there  is  so 
much  unemploymeat>  hardly  anything 
is  being  done.  Taken  as  a  whole  the 
roads  of  this  Island  are  in  a 'bad  state 
of  ropair,  and.  with  some'  minor  ex- 
ceptions, they  have  deteriorated  in 
value  dnrin*  th*  past  four  yaara.  Thia 
la  apart  from  the  fact  that  but  few 
n«w  aMertakiags  have  b4«n  oom- 
menced.  an  Indication  that  this 
feature  of  assisting  development 
has  hiMn  .noglooted  by  tha  presant  ad- 
ministration. \ 

It  la  obvious  from  public  stdte- 
ments.  and  particularly  thooe  of  the 
leader  of  tha  party,  that  the  Contar- 
vatives  Intend  to  bring  about  very 
drastlo  changes  In  the  land  settle- 
ment policy  of  the  present  Oovern- 
ment.  It  la  the  tntontion  that  re- 
turned soldier  settlers  on  Provincial 
Government  land  will  not  labor  under 
thf  handicaps  jthey  now  endure.  The 
preMnt  policy  provides  that  oppor- 
tunities will  be  given  to  secure  a  home 
on  Provincial  Qovernment  lands  on  a 
co-operative  plan.  So  far  as  we  know 
not  a  single  soldier  has  yet  secured 
such  a  homo.  It  is  further  provided 
that  the  cost  of  the  lands  to  the  sol- 
dier settlers  will  be  the  actual  cost  to 
the  OovemaMnt.  with  the  cost' of  Im- 
provamenta  added,  but  that  he  admin- 
mtratlvb  expenses  will  be  ohnrged. 
Thos*  rilurned  holdlsn  who  have 
gone  on  the  land  undar  theae  provi- 
sions claim  that  the  prioes  quoted  the 
sattlehi  Indicate  an  ample  margin  b«- 
imr  allowed  by  the  Qovernment,  not 
only  to  aover  administrative  oharsao 
but  alao  tfi  Insure  a  profit. 

Thea*  ara  among  the  conditions  re- 
•ItMUac  tho  asUlaMMat  «f  retufna^ 
soldtan  whteh  tko  OoiiMnratlves  ara 
piadc*i  to  rafionn.  Tho  ■jratam  pro- 
valllac  •!  Ul»  MarvlUa  and  Oamp  Lla- 
tar  setttom—ta  la  anoh  aa  to  hive  led 
to  wholaaala  eond«nnatloa.  /Tha 
proof  la  tevnd  fn  tho  sumbor  of  tho 
iflgUiai  aiUloni  who  now  romaln  in 
those  aottlomonta.  Seofaa  have  loft 
in  disgual.  It  Is,  as  wall,  aa  racarda 
tlie  whole  agrlcattural  policy  that  Iho 
ConaonwUTea  are  ^lo4c«4  io  a 
prograaiaM  of  dovolopmont  alone 
liaaa    wlitch    will    lead    to    Inereaaed 


production.  In  *  other  Words,  moro 
Intensive  aid  to  l>ona  flde  farm- 
ers and  the  making  available  of 
lands  for  settlement  which  will  prove 
sulBciently,  attractive  to  both  town 
dwellars  and  newcomers.  . 

There  ara  other  issues  of  a  ProvU^ 
cial  character  whieh  concern  tho  peo- 
ple of  thia  city  and  nearby  constitu- 
eiwles  and  there  Is  one  to  whksh  wo 
t>fiieve  more  attention  should  t>e  paid. 


PARTY  PROPAGANDA. 

The  present  fk>liUcal  campaign  is 
arl*lllustration  of  the  trite  saying  that 
the  "whirligig  of  time  brings  about 
its  revenges."  In  the  Provincial 
election  of  1916  one  of  the  main  crleo 
of  the  Llherals  was  "Smash  the  Ma- 
chine," by  which  it  was  meant  that 
the  Conservative  organization  in  the 
Provlwce  should  be  broken.  In  thO 
present  election  the  Liberals  them- 
selves appear  to  be  in  possession  of 
a  machine  th^t  haa  never  been 
equalled  in  this  Proviace.  Money  is 
being  spent  like  water  to  Insure  the 
election  of  the  Liberal  oandidates.  We 
recall  no  Provin,Clal  election  over  held 
in  Brithifi  Columbia  baforo  in  which 
so  much  was  spent  In  an  advertiaing 
propaganda.  The  Lit>erals  have  ex- 
tended this  to  practically  all  the 
newspapers  of  the  Province,  tho  ad- 
vertising being  distribaied  through 
an  agency  ln~  Vancouvor.  Thousands 
ot  dollars  are  also  being  apont  on 
what  is  known  as  campaign  litera- 
ture, and  this  Is  moro  voluminous 
than  ever  before  In  a  local  election 
contest.  There  are  indications  that 
the  personal  expensoa  of  the  candi- 
dates, or  what  are  characterized  as 
^ch  under  the  Blectlons  Act,  will,  so 
far  as  the  Liberals  are  concerned, 
reach  figures  that  will  be  propor- 
tionate with  the  sums  being  spent  in 
other  efforts  to  secure  their  election 


Fadier  Christmas  Wfll  Be  in  Santaland  This  Afternoon  at  3 
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^  oftloe. 

On  every  hand  the  question  Is  being 
asked  as  to  where  all  this  money  is 
being  found.  We  know  nothing,  be- 
yond the  fact  that  It  appears  to  be 
available  in  almost  unlimited  quan- 
tities. The  methods  of  expenditure 
would  suggest  that  tho  "Act  respect- 
ing the  Blectlons  of  idembers  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly, "  Is,  at  all  events 
in  some  of  its  clauses,  a  dead  letter, 
for  the  party  which  was  responsible 
for  putting  It  on  the  statute  books  Is 
not  observing  all  its  provisions. 
Another  form  of  liropaganda  work 
being  Indulged  in  is  that  through  the 
Government's  moving  pictures  which 
are  shown,  by  compulsion,  at  the  dif- 
ferent theatrOH.  At  the  time  the  bill 
governing  this  method  of  publicity 
was  before  the  Legislature  the  Attor- 
ney-General gave  assurances  that 
such  moving  pictures  would  not  ba 
employed  for  party  political  purposes. 
Tho  promise  thus  given  has  been 
broken,  and  it  is  being  broken  In  a 
flagrant  manner  at  the  present  time, 
as  anyone  who  frequents  the  local 
moving  picture  houses  is  aware. 
Another  promise  in  this  connection, 
given  by  the  Attorncy-Generaf,  was 
that  such  moving  picturaa  would  not 
be  utiliaM  to  display  thO  physiogno- 
mies of  members  of  the  Government 
in  power  at  the  time.  This  practice 
haa,  on  the  contrary,  been  adopted, 
ever,  since  the  new  law  went  into 
effect.  It  IS  resented  by  the  theatre- 
going  public,  and  the  accentuated 
campaign  through  this  medium  at  the 
present  time,  is,  undoubtedly,  having 
a  deleterious  offort  on  the  prospects 
of  the  Liberal  party.  There  is  a  vote 
%f  (15,000  to  carry  on  this  work  of 
moving  picture  propaganda,  but  the 
people  of  British  Columbia  never  in- 
tended this  expenditure  should  be 
indulged  in  for  purely  party  purposes. 


FEOERAIi  BY-KLiCCnONS. 


Mr.  J.  A.  McKelvIe,  the  Government 
candidate  in  Tale,  scored  a  victory  in 
yesterday's  Federal  by-election.  His 
own  optimism  regarding  the  event  led 
him  to  suppose  that  he  would  have  a 
majority  of  about  1,000,  but  it  will  ba 
considerably  less.  There  Is  hardly  a 
douot  that  one  of  the  factors  whioh 
contributed  to  hia  succosa  was  tho 
Govamment's  attitude  on  the  tariff 
quaation.  The  frUlt  growers  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  do  not  want  reductions 
In  the  tariff  whieh  would  aim  a  blow 
at  their  Industry,  and  they  have  given 
a  verdiot  accordingly.  Mr.  McKelvie'a 
opponent.  Colonel  Bdgett.  was  called 
an  Independent  candidate,  but  he  re* 
ceived  the  strongest  kind  of  support 
from  the  Liberals.  Mr.  Mackensia 
King  having  gone  into  -the  oonotitu- 
ency  to  apeak  for  him  during  tha 
Western  tour  of  the  Liberal  leader. 
The  reault  of  thia  by-elootion  would 
indicate  that  thare  Is  no  change  in 
public  Wntiment  in  British  Columbia 
on  the  tariff  issue,  and.  to  some  ex- 
tent. It  would  also  toad  to  ahow  that 
the  desire  in  this  Province  la  that 
Premier  Melghen'a  leaderahlp  should 
bo  givon  full  opportunity  to  haahe  Ita 
affects  fait  in  inederal  politico.

Answering  the  third  of  a  series  of 
Ave  questions  most  often  asked  dur- 
inc  a  Board  of  Trade  reorganization 
campaign:  "Who  is  going  to  run  the 
Victoria  Chamber  of  Commerce?" 

First,  last  and  all  the  time,  the 
members  are  going  to  run  it.  In  the 
modern  Civic  commercial  organisation, 
which  is  wha(  Victoria  is  going  to 
have  at  the  end  of  the  campaign, 
every  member  is  on  an  equal  footing. 
Bach  pays  the  same  dues,  each  has. 
one  vote  only,  each  has  the  right  to 
nominate  for  ofllce,  each  has  as  loud 
a  voice  as  any  other  in  the  making  of 
the  programme  of  work,  as  already" 
explained,  and  each  will  be  called 
upon  to  exercise  all  these  rights. 

Under  the  old  plan  nominations 
were  made  by  committees,  commit- 
tees were  nominated  by  the  president, 
alone  or  in  consultation  with  the  sec- 
retary, and  quite  often  the  pro- 
gramme of  work,  if  there  was  one, 
was  built  by  one  or  two  individuals. 
Naturally  this  system  led  to  "one 
man"  control  or  control  by  a  small 
group.  The  member  who  felt  that  he 
was  one  of  the  "obscure  majority" 
was  too  Indifferent  to  come  out  of  the 
background,  and  presently  after  Join- 
ing the  organization  he  substantially 
withdrew,  and  in  a  year  or  two 
stopped  paying  dues.  He  was  simply 
"not  interested." 

New  Methods 
The  Victoria  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce will  be  conducted  along  the 
new  plan — again  the  boiled-down  re- 
sults of  dozens  of  experiments — of  in- 
sisting that  the  members — all  the 
members — shall  say  who  will  hold  of- 
fice and  be  directors  and  what  planks 
shall  compose  the  platform  or  pro- 
gramme of  work. 

It  Is  a  fundamental  principle  of  the 
reorganisation  and  expansion  cam- 
paign that  the  full  membership  shall 
direct  the  thought  and  life  of  the  new 
organization. 

When  the  election  of  the  new  direc- 
tors and  officers  takes  place,  a  new 
method  will  t>e  used.  The  election 
machinery  is  of  the  simplest  charac- 
ter. When  the  membership  of  Mm 
Victoria  Chamber  of  Commerce  Is  en- 
rolled the  entire  list  wUI  be  printed. 
This  Is  the  first  ballot,  and  each  mem- 
ber receives  a  copy  of  it  through  the 
malls.  In  the  security  of  his  own  of- 
flce  or  home  he  scans  thki  list  and 
cheeks  off,  say  twelve  names  of  men 
whom  he  thinks  best  fitted  to  be 
directors.  (Just  as  an  example,  we 
are  presupposing  that  the  new  direc- 
torate will  be  composed  of  twenty- 
four  men).  He  then  seals  his  ballot 
and  malls  it  or  brings  it  to  the  Cham- 
ber of  Comnyprce  office.  Only  a  de- 
tachable tab,  used  for  recording  pur- 
poses only,,  indicates  the  man  who 
threw  the  ballot.  The  committee  in 
charge,  having  checked  up  the  per- 
son's right  to  vote,  detaches  the  num- 
bered tab.  and  throws  the  ballot  In 
the  box.  They  cannot  possibly  see 
the  names  of  the  men  he  has  voted 
for. 

When  an  have  voted,  the  twenty- 
four  highest  are  declared  the  nom- 
inees for  directors,  and  this  list  of 
twenty-four  names  Is  again  printed  on 
another  ballot,  and  is  again  sent  out 
through  the  mails,  and  the  process 
repeated.  Then  the  twelve  men  who 
have  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  are  declared  the  dlrctors.  To  as- 
sure continuity  of  service  and  progress, 
it  la  many  times  advisable  to  have  the 
six  highest  elected  for  a  period  of  t#o 
years  and  the  remaining  six  retire  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year. 

QaaUflcAtlon  and  Fomm 
This  is  democracy  reduced  to  its 
simplest  form.  Fitness,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  his  fellow  citizens,  wlU  alone 
determine  whether  or  not  a  member 
shall  hold  office.  Ability  and  wUilng- 
ness  to  serve  will  alone  keep  a  man  In 
office  after*  he  has  been  elected  to  It. 
for  it  is  apparent  that  any  director 
who  fails  to  measure  up  to  th«-  ex- 
pectations of  his  fellow  members  will 
not  be.  re-elected.  * 

How  the  committees  will  be  chosen 
was  explained  in  the  answer  to  the 
question  of  what  the  Victoria  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  can  do. 

Under  the  modern  plan,  the  mem- 
ber's forum  will  be  an  Important  fea- 
ture of  the  new  organization. 

It  will  be  the  medium  of  communi- 
cation between  the  officers  and  the 
directora  and  the  members.  It  will 
frequently  hold  luncheons  and  meet- 
ings, bringing  together  the  member- 
ship to  Invite  the  presentaUon  and 
discussion  of  new  projects.  It  will 
cheek  iip  the  progress  of  the  vork  of 
the  committees.  It  will  have  speakees 
on  important  subjects  to  assist  the 
community  in  the  soluUon  of  its  prob- 
lema  It  will  be  a  dynamo  which  will 
give  motion  and  action  to  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  as  an  organisation. 
The  members'  forum  orgs ntzut Ion  Is 
BO  planned  that  it  reaches  by  distinct 
groups  the  Individual  memt>ers  and  is 
thoroughly  alive  to  the  thought  and 
l»ulse  of  the  membership  aa  a  whole. 
It  Is  an  organisation  within  an  organ- 
isation and  Is  reeponslbis  for  the  ef. 
fldency  of  the  aasoetatlon  and  Its 
nnandal  atandtng.  It  Is  needless  to 
say  that  the  fomm  Is  made  op  of  all 
the  meat  precraastve  and  ready  work- 
era  in  the  whole-  organisation.

Deficit  in  Individual  Items  of 
More  Than  $25,000  Already 
Apparent,  With  Whole  Month 
to  Go 


The  City  Council's  appropriations 
for  this  year  have  already  been  ex- 
ceeded in  a  good  many  items  and  it  Is 
expected  that  by  the  end  of  the  year 
actual  costs  will  overrun  the  esti- 
mates by  a  larger  amount  than  has 
been  the  case  in  many  years. 

The  overrun  has  already  Jumped 
considerably  above  126,000,  and  there 
^.ppearato  be  no  way  of  heading  It  off. 
There  is  still  more  than  a  month  to 
go.  and  it  Is  p'robable  that  a  big  slice 
will  have  to  be  taken  out  of  general 
revenue  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency.* 
A  deficit  this  year,  however,  was 
not  wholly  unexpected.  There  always 
is  one  to  a  certain  extent,  as  it  is  Im- 
poisslble  to  estimate  costs  exactly, 
especially  during  this  period  of 
fluctuating  prices.  Thace  has  always 
been  a  deficit  in  some  Items,  but  not 
for  some  time  have  there  been  so 
many  details  of  expenditure  which 
have  required  more  of  the  city's 
money  than  was  provided  for  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that    a    record 
amount  was  set  aside  for  the     School 
Board   expenses    this   year,    the    trus- 
tees  have   gone   already      13,076   over 
the   estimate.      The    isolation   hospital 
f  has  cost  12.475  more  than  was     ex- 
pected, and  street  repairs  have     ad- 
vanced $».47«  over  the  estimate,  even 
though  a  great  many  Important  works 
were  postponed.     The  caving  in  of  the 
St  Charles  Street  sewer  resulted  In  a 
Jump   of   $3,743    over     the    allotment. 
Owing  to  the  large  number  of  pr^Sper- 
ties  offered,   the  tax  sale  cost  nearly 
♦  1,200  more  than  was  anticipated.     It 
has   been  difficult  to  secure  glass  and 
other    parts    of    electric    light    equip- 
ment, and  in  consequence  the  cost  of 
street      lighting,      including     carbons, 
globes  and  electrodes     amounted     to 
12,588    more    than    was    provided    for. 
Library  coats  have  been  more  than  es- 
timated by  $1,06«,  and  the  legal  de- 
partment,   which    has    been    involved 
In  more  special  litigation  than  usual, 
has  spent  18.700  more  than  the  sum 
set  aside  for  its  purposes  by  the  Coun- 
cil. 

May  Be  CoanterlmlaDC«d 
In  some  items,  of  course,  less  will 
be  spent  than  haa  been  provided  for, 
and  this  will  to  some  extent  counter- 
balance the  probable  deflolt. 

"Elstimstes  were  cut  to  the  bone 
this  year.  Just  as  last  year,"  said 
Mayor  Porter  yesterday  in  discussing 
the  situation.  "We  expected  a  deflclt 
as  a  result,  but  not  as  big  a  one  as  we 
evidently  will  have  to  shoulder.  We 
have  eliminated  this  year  the  conUn 
gency  fund. 

certain  amount  to  be  used  over  and 
above  the  actual  esUmates  In  case  of 
some  extraordinary  condition.  We 
found  that  provision  of  this  fund  was 
an  incentive  to  departments  to  spend 
all  they  were  allotted,  so  In  the  In- 
terests of  economy  we  cut  it  out 
There  is  nothing  to  be  alarmed  about 
In  all  this,  but  It  simply  serves  to 
show  that  the  cost  of  running  a  city 
has  risen  Just  as  the  cost  of  bread  and 
coal  and  lat>or  has  risen,  and  that  it 
la  a  pretty  hard  thing  to  compute  ex- 
penses ten  or  eleven  months  abewd."

Following  in  the  campaign  footatepa 
of  hia  opponent  and  a  few  days  be- 
hind, I'refnler  John  Oliver,  in  ad- 
dressing an  audience  which  more 
than  flUei  the  Kmpreaa  Theatre,  Sid- 
ney, laat  avenins,  uaed  no  soft  phraaea 
in  outlining  hia  thoughta  concerning 
Mr.  W.  Jj.

"This  jshowa  that  either  we  were  -  a 
great  deal  cleverer  than  he  was  or  no 
acand|il  eziats."  remarked  the  Pre- 
mier. 

"It  is  on  fanciful  fairy  stories  that 
he  is  asking  you  to  send  him  back 
again,"  declared  the  Premier  at 
another  stage  of  hia  address. 

Speaking  of  Mr.  Bowser's  evidence 
before  tbe  P.  G.  K.  investigation  com- 
mittee, his  opponent  said,  "If  a  man 
won't  tell  the  truth  when  under  oath, 
when  will  he?  is  it  likely  he  will  do 
so  at  election  time  when  he  is  after 
votes?"  According  to "  Mr.  Bowser, 
stated  the  Premier,  ttie  payment  of 
over  five  and  a  half  million  dollars 
illegally  to  the  P.O.I?,  was  no  evidence 
of  wrong  doing. 

Premier  Oliver,  after  dealing  at

Mr.  I^WRcr's  Promise 

Two  and  a,' half  million  dollars  must 
be  paid  by  £he  Provihce  annually  for 
tht  P.  G.  /k.,  which  Mr.  Bowser 
claimed  eight  years  ago  would  not 
(^st  Briiii^  Columbia  a  cent,  charged 
the  I'remier.  "MeaHuro  Mr.  Bowser's 
promises^ by  the  results  of  the  past 
rather  tjian  his  talk  of  the  future," 
he  declared,  and  then  vehemently 
added  a  short  time  later:  "I  dare 
you,  as  you  would  answer  to  your 
Maker,  to  return  that  man  to  power. 
This  m  not  a  question  of  Liberal  and 
Conservative."  Afte»  reviewing  the 
sins  of  the  Opposition  leader  sMll  fur- 
ther, the  Premier  exclaimed.  "I'm  not 
going  to  insult  the  ConFer>ativ<>8  by 
saying  this  is  Conservative."  There 
were  ^no  interruptions  during  the 
meeting.  Applause  was  loud  and  fre- 
quent. 

Mr.  M.  B.  Jackson,  late  member 
for  the  iKlands,  and  Liberal  candidate 
in  this  election,  l^avc  a  brief  introduc- 
tory addrena.  Mr.  Kdward  Black- 
burn was  chairman.  Col.  C.  A.  Cnrey, 
Soiler-lAbor-Karmer  candidate  for 
the  Islands  electoral  district,  wns  on 
the  platform  and  made  a  campaign 
speech  at  the  conclusion  of  the  meet- 
ing. Ho  was  received  good  naturedly 
but  not  seriously.  . 

Much  of  what  Premier  Oliver  said 
he  haa  stated  before  at  previous  meet- 
ings. 

Why  InvcMtigation  .Stoppmi 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Col. 
Carey  as  to  why  the  V.  G.  K.  inquiry 
frtopped  and  as  to  whether  he  believed 
the  matter  had  been  sifted  to  the  bot- 
tom. Premier  Oliver,  said,  "Col.  Carey 
thinks  t.he  P.  G.  E.  scandal  was  not 
sifted  to  the  bottom.  I  agree  with 
him.  He  wants  to  know  why  it  wasn't. 
Because  Mr.  Bowser  refused  to  give 
evidence — that's  one  thing  r  because 
Mr.  Thomas  refused  to  give  evidence 
— that's  another  thing;  and  the  man 
who  did  know  all  .about  It  was  out  of 
'. ae  country."  A  further  investigation, 
lie  claimed,  woirtd  simply  have  meant 
thousands  of  dollars  wasted.  "There 
was  no  power  on  earth  to  prevent 
these  men  from  wetting  motor  cars 
and  going  across  the  line  and  putting 
their  fingers  to  their  nosca,"  he  point- 
ed out. 

Col.  Carey  stated  he  had  heard 
Mr.  Jackson  referred  to  as  a  two-bit 
lawyer,  .and  he  claimed  Mr.  Clark  was 
traveling  under  two  colors.  He  knew 
nothing  against  Mr.  Oliver,  but  knew 
that  hia  party  was  corrupt.  "He  has 
not  been  man  enough  to  turn 
the  wrongdoers  out,"  declared  the  Sol- 
dier-Labor-Farmer candidate.  He 
wanted  a  stronger  man  than  Mr.  Ol- 
iver and  a  more  honest  one  than  Mr. 
Bowser. 

Paironaxr   and    Graft    Rampnnt 

"I    contend    that       patronage      and 

graft  are  going  on  Jua^  tho  samev'^ 
said  Col.  Carey.  "Tell  us  about  It. 
Shoot  'er  out,"  spoke  up  someone  at 
the  back  of  the  hall.  He  had  been 
told,  said  Col.  Carey  that  neither 
Premier  Oliver  nor  Attorney-General 
Farris  could  be  seen  at  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  here  should  one  call 
there  for  that  purpose,  but  that  it 
was  neee«sar>-  to  go  to  Vancouver, 
and  if  one  said  how-do-you-do  loud 
enough  to  two  gentlemen  there  nn 
Interview  could  be  obtained.  "I  don't 
Imow  how  much  truth  there  is  in 
th:it,"  continued  Col.  Carey.  "It's 
only   hearsay." 

The  Premier  referred  to  certain 
•tatements  l>y  the  leader  of  the  Con- 
servatives aa  "tlirments  of  the  im- 
aginatton."  He  read  part  of  the  evi- 
dence  given  before  the  P.O.B.  in- 
qtUry,  ^  where  Mr.  Bowaer  had  stated 
that  it  he  gave  evidence  It  would  be 
interesting  to  the  Liberals.  The 
Premier  admitted  that  it  would  be. 
He  then  pa.ised  on  to  that  part  of 
the  AVidenoe  in  which  Mr.  Bowser 
stated  that  he  dtd  not  propoae  to  an- 
swer the  questions  being  asked  him 
nor  was  he  golnc  to  make  a.  state- 
ment of  any  kind.

Mr.  W.  W.  Melville,  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  auto  racing  mechan- 
ioa,  ia  now  a  resident  of  Victoria,  be- 
taig  In  charge  of  the  mechanical  de- 
partment of  a  mpw  firm  which  baa 
the  agency  of  cars  and  trucks.  Mr. 
Melville  was  the  racing  meclianlo  for 
one  of  the  world's  greatest  racing 
fiends,  Darlo  Reata.  who.  during  the 
yeara  of  1911-lOix  made  records  by 
the  .wholeaale  on  Brooklanda  track 
and  took  the  Grand  Prix  race  In  Paris 
in  1013. 

It  win  be  remembered  that  Resta 
with  a  huge  Mercedes  racing  cir 
broke  the  world's  record  for  speed 
on  Brooklands  in  lOlO.  In  1915,  with 
a  12 -cylinder  Sunbeam,  he  came  to 
the  United  Statea  and  won  the  an- 
nual race  on  the  IndUnai>olls  track.

For  some  time  he  was  sergeant  In 
charge  pf  a  large  repair  shop  at 
Salonica  and  only  a  short  time  ago 
returned  home.

With  the  exception  of  Premier 
Oliver,  who  waa  speak  in  v  elaswherv, 
all  tho  local  candidate^  of  the  Liber- 
al Party  were  heard  ^st  nlsht.  at 
the  .  Margaret  Jenklna  School.  Foal 
Bay.  by  an  audience  of  about  eighty 
people. 

The  mooting  w«a  called  to  order 
by  Mr.^  R.  C.  Lowe,  who  briefly  In- 
troduced tha.  speakers.  The  Bon. 
John  Hart  and  Messrs.  J.  B.  .daarl- 
hue  and  H.  C.  Hall  covered  maoh  the 
same  ground  as  they  have,  done  In 
their  previoua  spceciies  of  the  prea- 
ent  campaign.  They  were  well  re- 
ceived by  their  audlenea.  whloh  waa 
mostly  drawn  from  (the  Immediate 
neighborhood. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Clearlhue,  who  was  the 
first  speaker  of  the  evening,  dealt  at 
length  with  the  labor  legislation  of 
the  Government.  instancing  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  -  Act,  the 
Minimum  Wage  Act.  and  varioua 
legislation  for  women;,  all  of  which, 
be  declared,  constituted  a  record  of 
which  no  government  need  be 
ashamed.  He  said  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Industries  had  been  of  great 
benefit  already  to  the  Province,  al- 
though it  had  only  been  in  existence 
for  one  year;  and  he  believed  that 
It  would  prove  of  lasting  benefit  to 
the  industries,  and  the  workers  in 
them,  of  British  Columbia.  Ha  con- 
ceived high  hopes  of  tho  value  of 
the  Research  Department  raeontly 
organised  as  a  part  af  the  work  of 
the   Department   of   Industries. 

SDnce  the  Ueportment  oamo  into 
exlBtenoe,  continued  Mr.  Clearihue. 
seventy  IndOStrlCs  had  been  started 
in  the  Province  by  its  assistance; 
and  more  than  1200  men  had  been 
aided  by  its  activities.  The  woric  of 
the  department  was  visible  to  the 
people  of  Victoria'  in  what  had  been 
done  under  its  direction  on  the 
former  Indian  Reserve  area,  where 
Indusrrial  sites  had  been  established; 
and  where  one  local  industry,  that 
of  the  ;^dney  Rubber  Roofing  Com- 
pany, had  been  substantially  aided. 
The  department  wai^  now  in  Ita  in- 
fancy, said  Mr.  Olearlhue;  bvt  ita 
continuance  in  the  spirit  in  which  It 
had  been  founded  and  organised 
would  mean  a  greater  co-operation 
in  the  future  between  the  capital 
and  labor  of  this  Province.  Mr. 
Clearlhue  received  a  cloae  attention 
from  his  audience  and  waa  applauded 
at  the  close  of  hia  speech.

Mr.  Hall  aJao  travaiaed  the  policy 
pf  Mr.  Bowser  in  respect  of  tha  Pa- 
cific Great  Eaatorn  Railway.  Ha 
aaid  that  Mr.  Bowser,  in  order  to 
gain  votea  in  that  part  of  the  coun- 
try immediately  offooted,  had  com- 
mitted hlmaelf  to  an  astanaion  of  the 
railway  to  the  j>oint  where  it  would 
aUUce  connection  with  tha  Eldmonton 
and  Dunegan  Railway.

Why  be  content 
with  the  stagnant  goose  ponda  of  vil- 
lage goeslp?  Miaa  Jamieson,  com- 
menting on  Dr.  Henry's  address,  said 
that  the  achool  and  library  shouM  be 
thoroughly   unlfled. 

Mr.  Henry  P.  JClllam,  secretary  of 
the  Public  Library  Commiaaion.  in- 
formed the  aaaoel^tion  that  aince  the 
paaaing  of  the  Library  Act  In  1919, 
thirteen  public  library  aeeociatlons 
bad  been  formed,  five  of  which  were 
on  Vancouver  Island.  Nelson,  a  city 
of  6,000  people,  had  given  $2,500  thia 
year  for  library  purpoaea,  and  had  a 
librarian,  convenient  quarters,  and 
wottbl  apent  |800  yearly  in  booka.

IntelUgaaeer.  The  expansion  pro- 
pramma  win  be  begun  before  the 
first  of  tha  year  and  carried  throhgh 
as  rapidly  aa  the  daftalla  of  ooaatmo- 
tlon  pormtt.  The  axpaoded  plant  wilt 
oocupy  the  entire  two  and  one-aighth 
acrea  owned  by  the  company  at  til 
Otballo  Street  Seattle,  on  tha  Dn- 
wamleh  Waterway. 

New  faelUtles  will  give  the  plant  a 
eapaelty  of  fifty  tons  a  day,  In  plaee 
of  a  two-ton  capacity  at  praaent. 
and  will  include  two  eleetrioai  fur- 
naces, a  rolling  mill  and  other  equip- 
ment. The  produot  turned  out  eon- 
slate  of  carbon  and  high  speed  steeL 
Orders  already  booked  from  users  of 
high-grade  steel  Insure  the  utilisa- 
tion of  the  capacity  oatj^t  of  the 
plant  from  the  time  ft  is  rea<dy  for 
operations. 

lilaiid  Ore  Dapostta 

Ths  decision  of  the  company  to 
build  up  a  great  industry  in  Seattle 
was  made  m  the  face  of  flattering 
offers  by  the  Canadian  Government, 
the  Swedish  Government  and  tha 
United  States  Steel  Corporation  to 
locate  the  plant  ejsewhere.  Z/oeatlon 
in  Seattle  was  prompted  by  the  pres- 
ence In  this  locality  of  Inexhaustible 
quantities  of  all  the  materials  enter- 
ing Intdl  the  proeeee  of  manufaetiira. 
inetndinf  eiaetrio  power. 

Huge  deposiu  of  magnatlta  iron 
ore  are  owned  by  the  eompany  in 
Chelan  County  and  on  Vancower 
Island,  and  negotiations  are  under 
way  for  the  purchase  of  other  depoa- 
Ite  within  sixty  miles  of  Seattle.  Tha 
company  also  has  options  on  depoaite 
of  tungsten,  ohrome  and  magnesia, 
used  a«  alloys,  all  within  the  State 
of  'Washington,  which  it  will  Imme- 
diately oloae. 

The  Iron  ore  holdings  of  the  com- 
pany in  Chelan  County  are  a  part  of 
a  deposit  forty-seven  mtlea  m  length. 
Ore  Is  now  being  brought  from  Van> 
oouver  Island  on  seowe  which  dock 
at  the  company's  plant  and  from 
which  the  ore  goes  to  the  cruaher  at 
one  handling.  Native  ores  run  from

And  If  there  were  no  paved 
atreete  there  would  be  nothing  Ilka 
BO  much  paid  to  the  Provineial  0«v- 
emment  in  motor  taxes.  And  what 
about  the  snggeMlon  of  Mr.  Ottrer 
that  the  people  of  Victoria  were  laay 
and  that  if  they  would  get  to  work 
their  debte  eould  be  paid?  | 

In  the  years  following  that  meeting 
and  that  advice.  Victoria  has  had  the 
largeet  payroll  In  her  history,  and  tha 
Bonghee  Reaerve  has  been  a  hive  of 
Industry;  but  this  did  not  help  the 
ftnancee  of  Victoria,  for  the  Reserve 
la  Crown  U^d  and  it  cannot  be  taxed 
by  the  city  as  real  property.  The  city 
had  to  provide  more  school  accommo- 
daUon  and  so  forth,  and  the  ad- 
ditional taxes  were  collected  by  the 
Pravtnee. 

In  ltl»  another  deputation  met  Mr. 
Oliver  and  told  him  that  what  had 
been  predicted  In  If  IS  was  coming 
true  in  1119.  Qsr^romised  no  relief, 
but  said  he  would  inquire. 

Abortive  Ooanniaskn 

A  commission  was  appointed,  of 
which  Mr.  Oliver  and  Mr.  Hart  were 
members,  and  It  took  evidence 
throughout  the  Province.  Although 
that  oommloBlon  has  not  been  allowed 
to  publish  Ite  report,  Mr.  Oliver  can 
no  longer  plead  ignorance,  yet  only

in  the  aggregate  only  about  one-third 
of  the  assessed  values.  Still  there 
were  no  buyers,  for  the  camel's  back 
had  been  broken,  and  the  Province 
had  helped  to  break  it  by  throwing 
additional  burdens  on  the  city.

The  municipalities  collected  in  ItlC 
$38l,000  from  liquor  licences.  This 
revenue  was  lost  when  the  Prohibition 
Act  became  law.  The  mimleipalltles 
bad  to  enforce  the  law,  and  In  1919 
the  administration  of  Justice  cost  the 
municipalities  1741.000,  while  all  the 
fines  and  costs  they  collected  only 
amounted  to  |2l\,o6o.

which  would  not  have  ^een  obtained 
if  the  municipalities,  through  the 
taxes  on  real  i>ropcrty,  had  not  made 
large  expendHures  within  their  boun- 
daries and  so  created  new  forms  of 
wealth  from  which  taxes  could  be 
collected.  For  example:  The  Prov- 
ince oollects,  motor  taxes,  1610.000;

ISOO.OOO;  succession  duty  and 
probaU  fees.  1400,000.  all  largely 
arising  from  within  municipalities 
where  90  par  cent  of  the  population 
ca■^lM. 

,V  /,  ...  Jfnotaian  of  Relief 
Mr.  Bowser  has  recognised  the 
situation,  and  he  undertakes  to  pro- 
vide the  help  the  municipalities  need 
by  giving  them  a  grant  per  capita 
from  the  consolidated  fund.  This 
wiil  help  where  help  is  needed,  for 
a«  the  population  increases  the  ex- 
penses increeae.  although  the  area  of 
land  to  be  taxed  is  unchanged.  Such 
a  grant  will  be  of  great  assistance 
to  thoae  municipalities  which  will 
have  to  float  refunding  bonds  to  pay 
maturing  debentures,  which  cannot 
be  paid  out  of  the  sinking  funds.  Vic- 
toria will  have  to  float  about  t4.000  - 
000  of  such  bonds  within  the  ntat 
two  or  three  years,  and  the  money 
market  will  ask  hoir  such  bonds  are 
to  be  paid  if  the  city  cannot  pay  the 
old  boada  The  per  capita  grant  will 
supply  the  answer. 

Not  only  does  Mr.  Bowser  make 
this  definite  promise,  but  he  recog- 
nizes that  a  situation  exists  for  which 
a  remedy  must  be  found,  and  It  will 
be  found  if  Mr.  Bowser  is  |;etnmed 
at  the  head  e<  a  Conservative  Oov- 
emment.

AUesatlooa  sft  Scandal 
A  great  deal  has  been  said  by  Mr. 
Hart  about  what  he  calls  the  P.Q.B. 
scandal.  What  is  this  scandal?  The 
contract  was  not  sigped  until  after 
a  general  election  at  which  the  P.O. 
E.  was  the  issue,  and  the  country 
gave  a  unanimoua  mandate  in  its  fa- 
vor. If  it  was  wrong  to  atgn  the 
contract;  the  country  Is  responsible, 
not  the  McBride  Oovemment.  and 
still  lees  Mr.  Bowser  or  the  candidates 
fer  Victoria  at  this  election.

of  prosperity  that   haa  been   enjoyed. 
Through    Mr.    Bowser's     Hblpbullding 
Subsidy  Act.   It  was  established,  that 
Victoria  had   the   best     location     for 
shipbuilding  on  the  PaoMe  Coast.     It 
was  advertised  to  tha  world  that  our 
climate,  skilled  mechanics,  and  mills, 
together  with    the  close  proximity  of 
abundant    material,     eatabliahed      for 
Victoria    a    paramount    position    as    a 
shipbuilding     centre.        The      Bowser 
Shipbuilding  Act,  which  Is  one  of  the 
principal  planks  in  the  Conservative 
platform,  gave  to  Victorians  the  op- 
portunity   of     earning      the      highest 
wages,    which    brought    prosperity    to 
the  workers*   homes  and    helped    the 
families  to  meet  the  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing.

The  cities  are 
most  diligent  in  bolleotlng  tha  road 
tax  from  than,  though  they  do  not 
show  tha  aome  seal  in  collecting  it 
from  other  sections  of  the  community. 
The  Chinese  merchants  pay  thelrPro. 
vincial  personal  property  tax,  and  as 
property  owners  they  pay  the  munici- 
pal taxes  for  their  propertlea.  Their 
foodstuffs  are  taxed  from  16  per  cent 
to  60  per  cant  by  the  Dominion,  and 
in  the  clothes,  hats,  shoas,  and  under- 
wear they  buy  here,  they  pay  their 
full  share  of  the  taxes  thereon.  They 
pay  all  municipal  business  licence 
taxes,  and  yet  with  &11  these  facts, 
which  are  easily  verified.  Mr.  Hel- 
gesen  tells  the  public  that  the  Asiatics 
do  not  contribute  to  the  making  of 
the  roads. 

May  I  also  call  Canon   Hinchllfte's 
attention  to  the  above,  and  ask  him  if 
It  is  In  accord&nce  with  the  ethics  of 
the    Master    he    follows,    that    a  man 
should  abandon  his  wife  and  children 
and    his    parents    to    public    support 
when  he  migrates  to  another  country 
to  earn  his  living?     It  Is  not  the  OrU 
ental's  fault   that.Jie   has     to      remit 
money  out  of  the  country.     Our  laws 
make  it  practically  impossible  for  him 
to    bring    his    wife,    parentji  and  chil- 
dren  here   aince   for  every  one  he  will 
have  to  pay  that  iniquitous  head  tax 
of    1500.     If     every    missionary     who 
goes  to  China   to   preach  Christianity 
were  denied  the  right  to  human  fam- 
ily life  by  being  denied   the   right   to 
have  their    wives    and    families  with 
them,  would  he  consider  it  right  that 
the  money  they  remit  for  the  support 
of  their  loved  ones  should  be  taxed? 
The    other    night    he    said    that  he 
stands   for    "principles    before    party" 
and  for  this  he  should  be  supported. 
Since  we  are  badly  in  need  of  men  of 
this    stamp    to    represent    us,  I   trust 
he     will     be     able     to    reconcile    his 
"principles"  with  what  he  tjuggests  on 
this  question. 

Mr.    Editor.    I    had    hoped    that    the 
Asiatics    In    our    midst    would  not  be 
used    as    political    footballs    for  vote 
catching    at    this    election.

I  have  no  desire  to  raise  It  because  I 
fell      that      all      alien       immigration, 
for    some    years  to  come  yet.  should 
be    strictly   restricted   and    as    large    a 
British  element  brought  in  as  possible 
In    order   to    preserve   British    institu- 
tions   which,  thanks  to  the  large  aliep 
population,    are    In    danger    of  being 
lost,  witness  such  freak  legislation  as 
the   prohibition   law.     The  question  Is 
a  serious  one.     The  British  element  Is 
already    In    a    minority    In      Canadi, 
though  thank  Heaven  not  quite  so  in 
B.C..   and    unless   the   British   element 
Is   to   be   absorbed    by  the   aliens  and 
not    vice    versa,    then    special    efforts 
must    be    made   to    restrict  all  aliens 
and   increase   British   immigration.

To  Returned   Soldiers 

Sir:  I  beg  the  privilege  of  ad- 
dressing a  few  lines  to  returned 
soldiers  in  general,  and  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Hart  In  particular.  Ae  Mr.  Hart  asks, 
(according  to  tonight's  Times)  a 
que<itlon  of  Canon  Hlttchllffe  and  Mr. 
Iloss  Sutherland  as  to  Mr.  Bowser,  I 
•would  like  to  propound  a  question  to 
Mr.  Brewster,  the  only  member  of  the 
Liberal  Cabinet  that  did  not  oppose 
conscription  either  on  tho  platform  or 
"on  the  fence,"  Did  not  Mr.  Brew- 
ster get  In  wrong  with  his  Cabinet  by 
taking   a  stand   for   conscription? 

Did  not  Mr.  Hart,  himself,  take  out 
a  commission  In  the  MlUtla  in  July, 
1914,  and  then  failed  to  go  Overseas? 
Does  Mr.  Hart  or  Mr.  Oliver  expect 
to  get  the  support  of  returned  men 
when  they  failed  to  support  them  at 
n  most  critical  time  In  tho  war.  Mr. 
Hart  and  Mr.  Oliver  know  very  well 
that  their  so-called  legislation  for 
returned  men  was  the  result  of  the 
strongest  possible  pressure  from  re- 
turned men's  delegations.  Perhaps 
they  will  recall  at  least  two  ultima- 
tums, and  anyone  familiar  with  these 
ultimatums  knows  that  no  Govern- 
ment would  have  dared  to  refuse  the 
requests  and  "demands"  made  on 
these  occasions.  There  Is  an  effort 
to  camouflage  tho  situation  and  to 
play  for  the  vote  of  returned  men 
through  a  presumed  personal  dislike 
to  Mr.  Bowser.  One  thinff  that  we  do 
know  to  Mr.  Bowser's  credit,  is  that 
he  "did  not"  play  the  slacker  either 
■publicly  or  silently. 

WUh  no  boys  of  his  own,  his 
nephews,  three  at  least,  went  over- 
seas before  the  end  of   1915. 

I  'have  not  had  a  previous  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  how  strongly  I 
as  a  returned  man  feel  toward  those 
who  failed  to  even  try  to  play  the 
game  In   the  late  war.

Property  Rights 
Sir: — As  the  air  is  full  of  poUtl- 
cian's  promises,  %oes  anyone  notice 
any  proml.«ie  that  a  married  woman 
be  given  a  legal  right  in  the  title  lo 
the  home?  As  It  now. stands,  I  believe 
a  husband  can  sell  the  homestead 
without  the  wife's  consent,  and  she 
and  the  family  can  trail  along  like  a 
Slwash  squaw,  after  him,  and  some- 
times he  Is  hard  to  find  this  side  of 
the  International  boundary.  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  a  state  in  the  union 
where  a  wife's  signature  to  the  trans- 
fer of  the  home  Is  not  required.  I 
rather  think  a  wife  has  an  Interest 
In  the  home  place  In  all  Canada, 
oast  of  the  Rocky*  Mountains.  If 
British  Columbia  is  different  to  other 
Provinces,  then  U  is.  time  It  fell  Ih 
line  and  a  married  woman's  (the 
home  maker)  status  should  be  raised. 
A  man  should  be  allowed  a  free  hand 
In  conveying  other  real  estate,  but 
not  the  home,  without  his  wife's 
consent 

Some  men  may  object  to  sharing 
legal  rights  In  the  home,  which  by 
natural  right,  a  wife  has  the  biggest 
Interest   in,   and   a   story   might   apply 

Two  friends  wore  discussing  shav- 
ing, bne  said  to  the  friend,  "who 
shaves  you?"  and  he  answered,  "my 
wife  shaves  me."  "I  would  "hate  for 
my  wife  to  shavo  mo,"  said  the  other.

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Soldiers'  Rehabilitation 

Sir:  Your  remarks  In  this  morning's 
Issue  of  the  Colonist  vith  reference  to 
the  Provlnvlal  Government  assisting 
returned  men  to  esUbllsh  themselves 
upon  the  land  are  very  much  to  the 
point.  provision  was  made  for  the 
purpose  by  the  legislature,  but  It  ap- 
pears to  have  amounted  to  little  more 
than  so  much  "window-dressing," 
there  was  nothing  for  sale  Inside. 

Tor  the  Imforniatlon  of  all  returned 
men  and  the  enllghtmJnt  of  the  pub- 
lic generally,  I  would  like  with  your 
permission,  to  relate  as.  briefly  as 
possible,  one  or  two  Instances  in 
proof   of   this. 

1.  A  year  ago  three  men  went  to 
the  Department  of  Lands  and  asked 
to  be  shown  where  upon  Vancouver 
Island  there  was  land  available  for 
pre-emption.  A  map  was  laid  before 
them  and  certain  areas  pointed  out. 
Ond  In  particular  was  Indicated  as  dfe- 
Blrable,  situated  on  Pachena  Bay.  The 
men  decided  to  go  and  see  this  land. 
The  department  furnished  blue-prints 
of  the  district  to  assist  them,  upon 
which  across  the  whole  area  in 
question  was  stamped  the  leters  8. 
H.  A.,  which  the  men  were  told 
meant    'Soldiers'    Homestead    Act." 

The  boat  was  taken  to  Bamfleld 
and  then  the  trail  down  to  the  Bay. 
The  land  was  inspected  and  approv- 
ed. The  men  returned  and  went  lo 
the   department    to   file   applications. 

Then  the  trouble  began.  They  were 
told  they  would  have  to  wait  sixty 
days.  They  did  not  understand  why 
but  waited,  and  at  the  end  of  that 
time  formally  applied.  Pachena  Bay 
Is  In  the  Albernl  Land  Recording  Dis- 
trict, so  it  was  from  Albernl  that  lat- 
er the  Imformation  came  that  the 
land  applied  for  could  not  Ije  pre- 
empted for  the  reason  that  there  was 
yet  some   timber  there. 

Mr.  Glolnfa  was  applied  to,  to  find 
out  why  this  breach  of  faith.  He 
selxed  the  phone  and  called  up  Mr. 
Naden.  Mr.  Naden  was  Interviewed! 
He  was  very  nice  and  he  was  very 
sorr>-.  but  he  coald  do  nothing. 
8.  H.  A.,  he  said,  meant  Soldiers' 
llomeetead  Act  all  right,  but  It  did 
not  moan  that  any  land  ao  marked 
waa  to  be  considered  open  to  entry  by 
returned  men;  and  bealde.  If  there 
was  any  timber  there,  that  settled 
It.     It  was  not  opan. 

I.  Twenty  men  interviewed  the 
members  of  the  Land  Settlement 
Board  early  In  the  year  asking  them 
to  declare  a  Settlement  Area  certain 
logged  off  lands  that  had  been  in- 
spected and  approved  for  them  in  tha 
Sayward  Diatrlct.  Tha  land  had 
small  pat«^es  of  clearing,  but  In  the 
main  was  heavily  timbered.  It  waa 
however,  for  aale  at  a  reaaonable 
price.  The  men  suCgested  a  contract 
be  glVen  them  to  clear  portions  of 
tha  land  for  thair  own  aattlemant. 
paymenta  to  ba  made  to  them,  not 
at  NO  roach  par  day  aa  In  tha  abortive 
Coartenay  undertaking,  but  poriodl- 
cally  upon  the  baala  and  value  of  tha 
work  actually  done.  It  bad  baan  ««. 
tlmatad  by  ih«  men  tbemsetvaa  that 
they  could  do  the  clearing  at  abem 
mo  per  acre  and  altow  thems*lve« 
living  expenditure.  The  Und,  soma 
of  the  finest  la  tha  district.  wo«M  ha 
worth      whan     elauvC     coaaMarmhIy 


so  much  so  that  he  would  take 
action  at  once.  He  phoned  across 
for  Col.  Davles  and  together  they 
arranged  for  the  dispatch  of  a  special 
mission  to  Sayward  to  Inspect  and  re- 
port. 

More  weeks  went  by  and  nothing 
happenred.  Mr.  Barrow  waa  seen 
again  and  he  promised  that  no  fur- 
ther delay  should  occur.  He  would 
aee  to  the  matter  himself.  The  mis- 
sion then  actually  started.  It  was 
composed  of  two  gentlemen  chosen 
by  Coi;  Davles.  They  went  to  Say- 
ward. They  were  watched  by  com- 
rades there.  They  walked  wp  the  road 
and  back  again  and  came  away  with- 
out having  taken  more  than  a  super- 
ficial glanco  at  the  area  in  question 
and  that  they  obtained  from  the  road 
side. 

None  the  less  their  report  waa  de- 
tailed and  lengthy.  Mr.  Barrow  read 
extracts  from  It  to  three  of  the  men 
Interested.  It  stated  that  while  the 
land  was  first  class  for  agrlcultuce, 
the  cost  of  clearing  would  be  about 
1460  an  acre.  Promptly  the  men 
there  offered  to  undertake  It  for 
$150  an  acre,  If  they  were  given  a 
contract  for  that  amount.  Mr.  Bar- 
row said  he  would  give  the  offer 
consideration,  and  when  pressed  pro- 
mised to  phone  yes  or  no,  the  follow- 
ing day. 

For  two  whole  days  following  one 
of  the  men  sat  by  his  phone  awaiting* 
the  decision.  Nothing  happened.  At 
length  he  rang  up  Mr.  Barrow.  Mr. 
Barrow  said,  Oh,  yes.  he  remember- 
«d  the  circumstances  perfectly,  but 
In  view  of  the  report  made  he  did  not 
think.  Just  at  this  Ume,  U  would  ba 
wise  to  go  Into  the  matter  farther. 

The  men  concerned  In  the  fore- 
going were  of  the  opinion  that  tha 
reason  for  their  being  refused  was 
really  the  fact  that  had  their  plans 
been  put  Into  operation  they  would 
each  of  them  have  been  eiftitled 
under  the  Act  to  a  rebate  of  8500  on 
the  cost  of  the  land  when  cleared. 

3.     A  man   went     to     the     Depart- 
ment   of    Lands    in    July    and    asked 
were    there    any    lands   opep    for    pre- 
emption   In    tho   coast   dtotrlct.    either 
on    the    Malrt   Land    or   upon    the    Isl- 
ands.     He   was  given   a  small   folder 
which    contained    a    list      of      several 
preemptions.      Carefully  studying  t^hls 
he  came  to  the  conclusion   that  most 
of  the   list   were    worthless;    Just  bare 
rock    or    beds    of   gravel.      But   some 
looked   more  promising  and  he  pick- 
ed one  and  made  enquiries  about  it. 
It  wos  on   an   island.      Tha   land   had 
been    logged,    but    enough    trees    re- 
mained   for    fuel    and    building    pur- 
'poses.     The    man  wrote   to  the   Gov- 
ernment   Agent    In    Vancouver  asking 
If   ha   could    pre-empt.      Three   week* 
went    by   and    he    was   Answered    that 
he   could.      He   at  once   obtained   tho 
necessary  forms,   filled   them  in.  -paid 
a  notary  to  witness  his  signature  and 
posted    them.      A'<  month    p'assed    and 
nothing  happened.     He  wrote  to  Van- 
couver   asking    why    the    delay.      Vor 
answer   he    was      told      that     all    ap- 
plications to  pre-empt  had   to  receive 
the    O.K.    of    the    Minister    of    Lands 
and  he  had  not  yet  sent  It.     The  man 
waited    patiently  and   long  afterwards 
a   letter  reached    him      regretting     he 
could    not    take    up      this      particular 
pre-emption    for    the    reason    that    it 
sUll    had    timber   upon   It.     The    poor 
man    Is    still      wondering      why      that 
l>rlnted   folder  was  handed     him     by 
a    government    official,    wherein    this 
particular   pre-emption  appears  to   bw 
offered   as     plainly     aa      black     and 
white  can   make    It. 

4.  Six  men  found  an  area  tef  land 
in  the  Sayward  district  that  for  acven 
years  had  remained  unoccupied  and 
ui\remnneratlva  even  of  taxea.  There 
were  470  acrea  nil  In  1  block,  as  level 
AS  a  board  an4  with  the  river  run- 
ning right  through.  Th«  land  wns 
the  aatate  of  a  man  who  for  certain 
reaaona  la  away  from  the  district  and 
never  likely  to  return.  The  admlnla- 
tration  of  tha  affairs  of  the  eatata  la 
in  the  hands  of  the  Attomay-Oeneral, 
who  is  the  man'a  truatee 

The  alz  men  appointed  on«  of'thoir 
number  to  wrUe  to  the  Attorney- 
General  asking  If  M>  coqid  aall  Ihia 
land.  He  wrote  and  raeatved  a  reoly 
to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Farrla  wpuld  be 
very  glad  Indeed  to  sell  but  had  no 
Idea  of  the  Und's  >'alua.  Intervlawa 
with  ceruhi  crfflcl^la  followed  and  It 
waa  laamad  that  tha  nsasaaiil  valoa 
prior  to  tha  war  And  at  the  time 
of  the  land'a  oceupatMr  waa  f4,70a 
The  men  aaw  Ur.  Farrta  and  Wr. 
Parrla  atated  that  aa  It  wm  pro- 
posed to  aaka  t^  pvrehaa*  thmoah 
tha  Domteion  SoMtar  Setlanaat 
Board  ha  wooltf  aoe«pt  thaIr  vahia- 
tlon  whatever  ft  aUKhl  he.  Tba  man 
«m>n  suggMta^  t4.K«0:  they  coBsl4«r. 
e4  that  the  laad  havinC  been  nadaet- 
ed  ao  long,  that  was  a  fair  prlea.  It 
waa  the  prioa  Mibaaawaanr  pi.e^ 
upon  the  area  kjr  tha  flaliiar  Sattta- 
iiiMt^BaaaTf  tn  tbalr  vaJiwiiflti.  Rat 
Mr.   P^arrla  draw   hack   at      that   aad 


wrote  the  assessor  for  the  district 
for  his  opinion.  That  opinion  was 
that  the  land  was  worth  $8,176.  The 
men  could  not  understand  what  had 
occurred,  while  they  were  overseas  to 
enhance  the  value  t<>  such  an  ex- 
tent. The  place  had  remained  un- 
occupied and  neglected  the  whole 
lime.  But  they  agreed  to  pay  If 
suitable  terms  could    be   arranged. 

unfortunately  Avhlle  these  nego- 
liations  were  going  on  it  had  leaked 
out'  that  this  sale   was  beinj,-  contem 


dent  of  Sayward  and  a  Vancouver 
lawyer,  for  reasons  best  known  to 
themselves,  took  action  to  prevent  It. 
Wlthont  going  into  details  it  may  be 
said  that  every  obstacle  possible  was 
thrown  In  the  way  of  these  men.  But 
thay  patiently  waited.  They  had  Mr. 
Farrls'  word  that  he  could  and  would 
sell' and  they  had  agreed  to  pay  the 
price. 

At  length  the  day  came  when  one 
of  them  went  ii»  the  Attorney-Oen- 
eral'a  office'  for  a  final  interview. 
He  had  in  hia  pocekt  a  cheque  for 
a  first  payment.  He  waited  In  Mr. 
Farrla"  outer  office  for  an  hour  and 
a  half  and  then  a  gentleman  arrived. 


who  from  a  back  view  had  very 
much  tho  appearance  of  the  Van- 
couver lawyer  referred  to.  Tho 
gentleman  was  shown  at  once  into 
Mr.  Farris'  sanctum.  Fifteen  min- 
utes later  a  message  was  sent  out  tii 
the  waiting  returned  man,  that  after 
all  the  Attorney-General  had  changed 
his  mind  and  he  would  not  now  sell 
at   all. 

One  hesitates  to  suggest  that  any 
Government  official  could  be  guilty 
of  a  breach  of  faith.  But  the  ex- 
parianca  of  th*»  man  that  I  have  triad 
to  tell  about  In  this  letter  reveal,  all 
of  them,  aomething  very  like  It  on 
the   part   of  more  than  one  of  them. 

In  the  returned  man  tha  Ooveriv* 
ment  has  had  a  tool  ready  to  hand 
for  the  clearing  up  and  settlement 
of  the  waste  lands  of  the  I'rovinoa 
by  the  white  race.  They  would  not 
grasp  it,  or  rather  they  grasped  It 
wrongly.  They  have  spent  vast  auma 
to  very  little  apparent  purpose.'  for 
few  if  any  men  have  been  settled  by 
them  upon  the  land  yet.  Instead  we 
have  an  unemployment  problem.

It  was  expected.  boweTar.  that 
some  new  move  would  be  made  by 
the  sponsors  of  the  proposal  on  the 
return  of  Mr.  Hort.  president  of  tbe 
Osakl  Bboaen  Kaisha,  who  repre- 
sented the  Japanese  shipowners  at 
the  International  .  Seamen's  Confer- 
ence at  Qenoa.  He  is  now  back  in 
Osaka,  and  spaaka  of  tbe  plan  in  the 
following  strain: 

"Speakinjr  of  tbe  proposed  amal- 
gamation of  sbipplnv  companlea,  we 
must  consider  the  object  of  the  pro- 
posal and  the  standing  of  tbe  com- 
panies concerned.  Unless  these  two"^ 
points  are  taken  into  consideration, 
it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  the 
project  is  advisable  or  not 

"Even  If  a  substantial  company 
like  the  Qsaka  Shosen  Kaisha  com- 
bines s^ainst  its  rrain  with  other 
concerns  standing  on  weak  ground, 
the  result  will  be  only  tbe  repetition 
of  the  experience  of  the  Kokusal  Ki- 
sen  Kaisha.  If  the  shipping  compan- 
ies are  merged,  a  big  company  capt- 
tallxed  at  no  lesa  than  100,000,000 
yen  may  be  brought  Into  existence, 
but  the  new  arrangement  will  be  aa 
cumbersome  as  a  three-legged  race." 

Tbe  authorities  are  also,  aware  of 
the  difficulty  of  combining  all  the 
leading  shipping  companies,  and  they 
now  take  the  line  that  the  proposed 
amalgamation  may  be  confined  to 
the  companies  ^wbioh  are  amenable 
to  it.  On  the  other  hand,  some  ship- 
ping experts  expresp  ttap  opinion  that 
if  it  is  difficult  to  effect  a  big  com- 
bination, the  operation  of  ships  be- 
longing to  some  companies  may  ba 
entrusted  to  others  under  a  special 
agreement.  They  add  that  if  this 
step  is  taken  the  shipping  companies 
can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  real  amal- 
gamation.

TOKiO,  Nov.  22.— Some  day  the 
Japanese  will  control  the  fishing  In- 
dustry alon^  the  Pacific  Coast  of 
America.  Dr.  Klahlgame,  who  repre- 
sented Japan  «t — the — tntemai 
Science  Conference  at  Hawaii  and 
later  visited  America,  his  told  the 
Japanese  people  through  the  neirs 
columns  of  the  HochL 

"I  Investigated  the  fishing  industry 
along  the  Pacific  Coast  from  Vancou- 
ver to  Lahola,  near  Santiago,  Cali- 
fornia," Dr.  Kishigama  is  quoted  as 
saying.  "At  Vancouver  I  was  sur- 
prised at  the  Influence  of  Japanese 
fishermen,  who  are  engaged  chiefly 
in  fishing  salmon,  sardines  and  bonl- 
toes.  The  extent  to  which  t^e  Jap- 
anese control  the  fishing  there  may 
be  seen  by  the  board  set  up  with  the 
sign,  'Fishing  licences  granted  here,' 
in  Japanese  characters.

The 
success  of  the  Japanese  Is  due  to 
their  knowledge  of  fish  and  fishing. 
It  seems  to  the  observer  as  though 
the  Japanese  farmers  of  California 
hr.ve  migrated  to  Vancouver  to  en- 
gage in  fishing."

OEUYED  8Y  STftIKE 

A  report  from  Japan  states  that 
the  N.T.K.  steamer  Atsuta  Maru. 
which  forartrly  plied  In  the  North 
American  trade  to  this  port,  had  been 
held  up  In  London  owing  to  the 
strike  of  coal  miners,  but  had  event- 
ually obtained  permission  from  the 
iTarbor  authorities  to  clear. 

TO  BE  fiEf  AlflEO 

The  trawler  James  Carruthers. 
which  recently  sank  In  the  North  af- 
ter striking  the  United  States  survey 
steamer  Surveyor,  was  hauled  out  on 
the  Tarrow  marine  railway  yester- 
day morning  for  survey  and  repatm. 

The  firm  of  Tarrow's,  Ltd..  has  se- 
cured the  contract  for  the  conver- 
sion of  the  Princess  Adelaide  from 
oil  to  coal  burner. 


"Our  men,  Mr.  McDonald  and  my- 
self, represent  labor  In  Victoria  more 
conscientiously  than  do  Dakers  and 
Mr.  Dooley."  declared  W.  13.  Peirce, 
candidate  of  the  Federated  Labor 
party,  to  some  ninety  adherents  last 
night  at  the  Crystal  Theatre  after 
dealing  at  some  length  with  the  spilt ; 
in  the  ranks  of  Victoria  labor  and 
the  caures  leading  up  to  it. 

'The  Federated  Labor  party  was 
formed  as  the  political  organisation 
of  the  British  Columbia  Federation 
of  Labor,  and  James  Dakers  was  the 
first  president  in  Victoria.  I  don't 
know  yet  why  Jie  has  withdrawn 
from  us."  said  Mr.  Peirce,  who  then 
told  of  the  wish  among  labor  circles 
for  a  Joint  convention,  when  it  be- 
came known  that  an  election  was  to 
be  held,  at  which  truly  representative 
men  might  be  selected.  Mr.  Dakers 
had  called  a  convention  on  his  own 
initiative  and  had  been  censored  by 
the  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  which 
proceeded  to  summon  a  gathering 
under  its  own  auspices.  Mr.  Dakers 
opposed  the  inclusion  ,ot  the  -Feder- 
ated Labor  party  at  the  later  meet- 
ing, branding  it  "one  of  the  curses 
of  the  Labor  movement."  Mr.  Peirce 
could  not  see  why  Mr.  Dakers  should 
make   this  statement. 

Offer  to^WHbdraw 

Later,  when  it  was  seen  thai  Labor 
was  divided  in  the  city,  with  two  men 
running  on  the  Soldier-Labor-Farmer 
ticket,  and  two  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Federated  Labor  Party,  Mr. 
Peirce  had  conducted  negotiations  ex- 
pressing his  willingness  to  withdraw 
his  name  conditional  on  similar  action 
being  taken  by  the  other  Labor  can- 
didates, and  permit  a  new  convenUon 
to.  select  two  nominees  only.  "Mr. 
Dakers  would  not  withdraw  his  name, 
although  he  was  willing  that  we 
should  withdraw  ours,"  said  Mr. 
Peirce. 

Claiming  that  labor  in  Victoria  Is 
behind  his  pArty,  Mr.  Peirce  instanced 
the  case  of  one  of  the  railway  brother- 
hoods which  last  week  decided  to  sup- 
port his  candidature  one  hundred  per 
cent.  "Well,  only  ninety  per  cant,  to 
be  correct.  One  man  was  uncertain 
about  me  and  my  war  record," 
amended  the  speaker.  "I  would  tell 
you  about  my  war  record  only  I 
don't  want  to  keep  you  too  long." 

"It  won't  take  you  two  mlautas." 
remarked  a  voice  in  the  audience 
that  proceeded  to  enlarge  upon  the 
statement  until  Chairman  Ted   Bills,

levelling  a  threatening  fist  at  the 
disturber  and  the  remark,  "You  keep 
order  now  or  you'll  be  put  out." 

Mr.  Peirce,  however,  explained  his 
war  record  to  the  audience  later  in 
the  evening.

The  other  served  as 
wireless  operator  In  Atlantic  waters. 
He  himself  had  Intended  to  enlist 
when  war  broke  out,  but  when  his 
boy  told  him  he  had  already  done  so, 
he  thought  it  his  duty  to  stay  at 
home.  "If  my  aon  had  not  Joined 
up,  I  think  I  would  have.  As  the 
war  progresaed.  however,  n(y  eyes 
be%an  to  be  opened;  I  realized  what 
we  were  really  fighting  for.  And 
when  I  got  hold  of  a  copy  of  the 
secret  treaty  and  published  It  in  The 
Week,  I  was  Jailed  for  three  months 
for  It.  That's  my  record,  and  I'm  not 
afraid  of  It  npr  luihamed  of  It." 
Mrs.  Rose  Henderson 
Mrs.  Rose  Henderson  was  sorry  to 
see  dissension  in  the  Labor  ranks  at 
such  a  crisis  as  this.  Liberals  and 
Conservatives  would  go  to  bed  In 
safety,  saying:  "We  are  safe,  thank 
Qod,  they  are  still  quarreling." 

Mrs.  Henderson,  who  haa  been  for 
twelve    years    assistant    to    the   Judge 
of    the    Juvenile    C<)urt,    in    Montreal, 
made   a   great   plea   for  education   of 
the  people  to  the  real   issues  before 
them.    "Of  what  tne   waa  It  for  our 
forefathers    to    go    down    into    blood 
and  Jail  to  procure  the  ballot  that  we 
have  never  had  the  senae  to  use  to 
our  benefit  The  workers  are  nothing 
but  a  voting  machine,  ignorant  of  the 
weight  and  value  of  the  power  they 
possess.   ^  But  there's  a  wave   of  en- 
lightenment    sweeping     the     cout^try 
from  end  to  end,  they   are  reVlising 
that    when    men      are    discriminated 
against  by  the  powers  that  be,  black- 
listed, and  thrown  out  of  employment, 
there  must  be  some  advantage  to  the 
'boss'  Interests,  some  good  reason  be- 
hind it  Those  are  the  facta  that  we 
want  to  know.  We  advt>oate  nothing 
revolutionary,  we  recognize  the  great 
for«e   of  evolution   in   the   people.      I 
would  like  to  see  a  change  in  society 
tomorrow,  but  will  go  only  as  fast  as 
the  masses  of  the  people  desire."

Shame!"    came    the      cry 
from   several   points  In   the   hall. 

"To  the  question,  *Waa  Wearer  of 
military  agar  the  Mlnlater  replied: 
There  is  no  Information  in  the  De- 
partment as  to  Weaver's  age.'  John 
Hart'a  reply  to  those  queatlona  waa 
an  insult  to  the  returned  men,  who 
were,  apparently,  good  enough  to 
fight  in  the  front  line  trenches,  but 
not  good  enough  to  watch  books. 
You  can  go  through  the  Journal  and 
see  where  questions  were  asked  why 
returned  men  were  not  given  posi- 
tions th'e  answer*  were  'No  stiitable 
returned  man  available  for  the  posi- 
tion,' dr  "No  Information  in  the  De- 
partment.' That  one  fact  alone  Is 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  electors 
throwing  them  out  of  office." 

Mr.  Miller  referred  to  Liberals 
Jumping  into  ridings  here  while  their 
former  members  were  overseas  and, 
being  eletced,  refusing  to  step  aside 
when  the  soldier  member  returned.

Piuicturea  Financial  Claims 
Admitting  the  figures  are  not  ex- 
citing even  if  important,  Mr.  H.  W.  R. 
Moore  declared  the  whole  effort  of 
the  Liberal  speakers  was  to  be-cloud 
the  real  isaues  by  abuse  of  Mr. 
Bowser  and  by  camouflage  statements 
which  could  not  even  be  dignified  by 
the  term  "half  truths.'"  '^  He  referred 
to  the  claim  advanced  by  the  Premier 
'in  the  latter's  manifesto,  a  publication 
being  spread  broadcast  throughout 
the  Province  doubtless  at  good  profit 
to  the  printers.  The  Sun  newspaper  of 
Vancouver,  the  proprietor  of  which 
was  but  recently  criticizing  the  Gov- 
ernment for  its  Dolly  Varden  legisla- 
tloTii.  Apparenfly  The  Sun  had  seen 
the  light,  in  view  of  the  Government 
business   It   wau   given. 

The  Premier  claimed  the  Provin- 
cial credit  had  been  restored,  that  the 
last  loan  for  $1,000,000  had  been  sold 
at  a  premium  netting  the  Province 
180,000,  and  that  by  that  fact  the  net 
rate  to  be  paid  for  that  loan  would  be 
four  and  three-quarters  per  cent,  said 
Mr.  Moore. 

"That  statement  la  untrue,  and  the 
Premier  knows  It,"  declared  Mr. 
Moore,  who  asserted  that  any  Govern- 
ment which  would  send  out  false  and 
misleading  statements  is  not  entitled 
to  confidence.  The  last  A>an  made  by 
the  Conservatives  in  1916,  at  a  time 
when  capital  was  tied  up  owing  to  the 
war  and  the  serious  financial  condi- 
tion, a  loan  for  $1,000,000  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  had  been  floated  at 
a  rate  of  5.62  per  cent,  a  rate  never 
since  .squalled." 

Recently  the  Government  floated  a 
million  loan'  at  a  premium  of  103, 
and  it  wa9  Ui  connection  with  this 
flotation  that  the  Liberals  were  so 
Jubilant,  eald  Mr.  Moore.  He  went 
on  to  show  how  at  the  prevailing  rate 
of  exchange,  a  rate  which  could  not 
be  expected  to  be  reduced  in  three 
years,  the  length  of  the  loan,  the 
Province  will  actually  be  paying  nine 
and  one-half  per  cent.  Bxperlehce 
showed  that  after  the  Napoleonic 
war  the  normal  rate  of  exchange  in 
England  was  not  restored  for  twenty- 
two  years,  and  it  was  fifteen  years 
after  the  American  Civil  War  before 
the  United  States  dollar  camo  to  a 
parity  with  the  Cana'dian. 

Electors    Want   Facta         ^ 

"1  don't  aay  that  a  Conservative 
Minister  of  Finance,  under  ttsisting 
Ananclal  conditions,  would  he^e  got 
any  better  results,  but  I  am  saying 
that  when  a  Minister  of  Finance  or  a 
Premier  makes  statements  to  the 
electors,  they  should  be  facts.  They 
are  merely  passing  the  buck.  Their 
arguments  are  a  mere  camouflage 
and  the  Minister  who  wlU  J,ell  such 
things  ia  merely  a  polltlaff  trickster," 
declared^  Mr.  Moore,  ii/no  aald  that 
as  Hon  .Mr.  Hart  w^  asking  ques- 
tions, he  (Mr.  Moore)  wouFd  like  (o 
ask  a  TeW.

Was  Mr.  Hart  still  a 
shaxehoulder  of  Oillesple,  Hart  4t 
Todd?  If  not,  when  did  he  get  rid 
or  his  Interests  7  In  the  second  place 
Messrs  Gillespie,  Hart  A  Todd  had 
been  bidding  on  loans  offered  by  the 
Province  which  Mr.  Hart,  as  Minister 
of  Finance,  has  been  soliciting  and 
the  firm  had  been  successful  blddern 
on  three  of  the  latest  loans.  Brok< 
erage  Arms  were  not  In  business  for 
their  health  and  the  Minlster'a  Arm 
was  reported  aa  getting  one  per  cent, 
brokerage.  If  Gillespie,  Hart  ft 
Todd  have  been  securing  a  substan- 
tial profit,  has  Mr.  Hart  participated 
in  those  profits?  Mr.  Moore  stated 
he  would  like  to  believe  that  Hon. 
Mr.  Hart  h&d  >dJv«E>sted  himself  of 
those  profits.  DM  the  Minister  think 
that  when  he  waa  being  paid  a  sal- 
ary by  the  people  aa  Minister  of 
Finance,  that  he  had  the  right  to 
private  profits  from  operation  eon- 
ducted  as  such  Minister?  If  he  se- 
cured profit  as  a  member  of  the  firm 
,«hould  he  not  have  turned  it  back 
Into  the  Provincial  treasury?  If  Mr.

"They  ask  us  if  we  are  supporting 
Bowser."  asked  Mr.  Stewart.  "We  cer- 
tainly are.  We  stand  on  that  Con- 
servative platform  with  Bowser  as  our 
unanimously  seletced  leader."  He  de- 
clared the  Price-Waterhouse  audit, 
which  cost  the  Province  $18,000  and 
was  ordered  by  the  Liberals,  had 
shown  there  had  not  been  a  single 
crooked  act  by  the  late  Government. 
As  for  Mr.  Hart's  threatened  ex- 
posures. Mr.  Stewart  declared  It  to 
be  absurd  to  suppose  that  after  four 
years'  delving  into  the  records  of  the 
former  goV*rnment  the  present  Gov- 
ernment Vould  not  long  ere  this  have 
"spilled  it"  had  they  found  out  any- 
thing. 

Canon  Hinchllffe  was  greeted  with 
the  question:  "Did  you  see  the  bot- 
tle?" 

"I  did,  and  no  one  was  more  dis- 
appointed than  I  when  I  heard  the 
crash,"  he  retorted.  The  audience 
rocked  with  laughter. 

"On  ^ly  one  point  do  the  Liberal 
candidates  attack  me  and  that  is  on 
my  honesty  In  appearing  on  a  Con- 
servative platform.  I  have  only  this 
to  say.  I  suppose  if  I  were  on  the 
Liberal  platform  there  would  be  some 
one  who  would  complain.  But  did 
you  ever  hear  of  the  ballot  stufRng, 
the  Elliott  charges  and  other  scan- 
dals? Had  I  stood  alone  I  suppose 
they  would  be  saying  I  waa  so  dis- 
honest that  no  party  would  have 
me."  -~  -  •  '■*t'~". 

Tleferrlng  to  criticism  of  his  atti- 
tude on  the  returned  soldier  ques- 
tion, an  attitude  criticised  by  some 
of  his  opponents,  Canon  Hinchllffe 
reiterated  It  to  be  a  square  deal  for 
the  returned  man  but  a  little  more 
than  a  square  deal  for  those  who  be- 
came physical  wrecks  In  their  fight 
for  country.  Also  he  paid  his  re- 
gards to  Mr.  Herbert  Phipps,  who 
had  criticised  him,  a  minister,  for  go- 
ing on  the  platform.  Mr.  Phipps 
had  admitted  he  m'as  seeing  strange 
things. 

"It  may  be  strange  for  Mr.  Phipps 
to  see  ^  candidate  with  no  paid  can- 
vaasers,  offering  no  free  beer  or 
bonuses  to  the  soldiers,  but  he  will 
see  me  and  my  fellow  candidates 
elected  on  December  1.  He  will  see 
this  Province  take  its  proper  place 
among  the  provinces  of  Canada  under 
a  sane,  progressive  and  honest  gov- 
ernment drawn  from  the  ranks  of 
the  Conservative  party."  • 

Referring  to  Mr.  Hart's  reply 
relative  to  returned  soldiers  not  be- 
ing given  a  position  because  it  was 
necessary  to  secure  someone  trust- 
worthy. Canon  Hlnchllffo  declared 
the  returned  men  would  never  forget 
the  slur  thus  cast  upon  them.  He 
admitted  the  Liberal  Government  was 
entitled  to  some  praise  for  what  It 
had  done  for  the  returned  men  but, 
be  claimed,  some  of  the  pollclee 
enunciated  had  been  secured  through 
the  determination  of  the  soldiers 
themselves.  Appointments  that  should 
hare  gone  to  returned  men  were 
given  to  party  favorites  as.  for  In- 
stance. Mayor  Gale's  appolntm(>nt  to 
the  office  of  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sioner, one  that  aroused  such  a  pro-

Hearing  on  Manitoba's  Appli- 
cation for  Suspension  of  New

OTTAWA,  Nor.  22.  —  Judgment 
was  reserved  this  evening  by  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  In 
the  applioation  .of  the  Manitoba  Oeiv- 
ernment  for  suspension  of  the  rail- 
way rate  increases  granted  recently 
bJr   the   Board. 

Chairman  F.  B.  Carvell,  In  reserv- 
ing Judgment,  dtatod  that  the  Board 
would  make  every  effort  to  deal  with 
the  matter  promptly,  and  that  It* 
written  finding  might  be  expected 
before  the  sod  of  the  week.  He  stated 
that  many  of  the  questions  brought 
before  the  Board  at  the  present  hear- 
ing would  be  discussed  in  the  Judg- 
ment. 

The  chief  comihlssloner  also  sn- 
nounced  that  there  would  be  an  es- 
hausUve  Investigation  Into  railway 
rates.  If  any,  along  lines  to  be  indi- 
cated In  the  pending  judgment.  It 
should,  he  said,  be  thorough,  and 
the  Board  was  prepared  to  do  Its 
utmost  to  make  It  so.  If  any  injustice 
existed  In  railway  rates,  not  only  In 
the  West  but  in  any  part  of  the  IJo- 
minlonr'lt  was  desirable  that  it  t>« 
tfliminated.
